Claims 1-8 and 25-32 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in Paper No. 4. 

General Comments 

It is examiner's position that the effective filing date afforded to the claims of the 
instant invention is January 13, 1993 which is the date which an application containing 
the instantly claimed subject matter was filed by applicants. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application 
being examined was not (1 ) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily 
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published under 35 U.S.C. 122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e)). 

Claims 21-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Chao 
(5,110,839). 

Chao discloses foaming compositions comprising hydraulic substances, water 
soluble polymeric foam stabilizers, water, thickeners, and other materials which read on 
the compositions of applicants' claims (see column 2 line 7 - column 5 line 33 and 
column 7 line 63-64, as well as, the entire document). 

Claims 21-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Chao 
etal.(5,109,030). 

Chao et al. discloses foaming compositions comprising hydraulic substances, 
water soluble polymeric foam stabilizers, water, thickeners, and other materials which 
read on the compositions of applicants' claims (see claim 36, as well as, the entire 
document). 

Claims 21-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 

Sugama (4,871,395). 

Sugama discloses compositions which read on those of applicants' claims (see 

column 2 line 25 - column 3 line 25, as well as, the entire document).

21-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 



Uegaeshietal. (3,834,918). 

Uegaeshi et al. discloses compositions which read on those of applicants' claims 

(see the entire document). 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Hansen (5,161 ,91 5) is cited for its disclosure of relevant 
materials in the art.
